LAMB FAMILY.* 



Whilb the family is undoubtedly of English origin, it is not cer- 
tain whether Anthony Lamb, who died in Poquoson parish, Tort 
county, in 1700, and from whom most of the family in Virginia 
trace their descent, was an emigrant, or was himself descended 
from the Maryland branch of the family. It is said that the 
first of the name in Maryland was Pierce (or Percy) Lamb, who 
came from Kent, England, and settled on the eastern shore of Ma- 
ryland, in what is now Kent county, some time between 1630 and 
1640. His son Francis is said to have had several sons, "some of 
whom went to Kentucky and some to Virginia." 

Hon. Daniel Lamb, late of Wheeling, W. Va., who was the chair- 
man of the convention that formed the State of West Virginia, and 
the original draftsman of the State constitution, was descended 
from this Pierce Lamb. His (Daniel's) father was John Lamb, 
born in Maryland, but lived in Connellsville, Pa.; his grandfather 
was George Lamb ; his great-grandfather Francis, son of Pierce. 

It is well known that in England in early times the name was 
spelled Lamhe, a form which, so far as the records show, has never 
been used in this country. The minutes of the Court of the Vir-

25, 17 7), and had: 24 Elizabeth,* born January 25, 1757 (un- 
traced).

Married Mary , and had: 25 William,* born January 1,

23 Anthony* Lamb (9 Anthony,^ 2 John* 1 Anthony^). Born 
December 18, 1744. He resided at "Gravel Hill," and "Clay 
Bank," on the Ohickahominy River, at the mouth of Moses' Creek, 
in Charles City county, Va. Married Betty Emory (she was born 
May 9, 1751, died December 18, 1808), and had: 28 Sally, ^ born

Anthony Hay, to whose house in Williamsburg the Burgesses, in 1769, ad- 
journed when dissolved by Lord Botetourt, was well known. He married, 
first, Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Penman, and secondly, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Joseph Davenport, by whom he had George Hay, the attorney- 
general of Virginia. 

Dr. Peter Hay, one of the most eminent physicians of Virginia, died in 
1766, and left a widow, Grissell, and children : David, Eobert, Lydia, Helen, 
and Mary. His will speaks of his brother, David Hay, of New York.
